Barbed wire fences have been

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WORLD OF WHEAT 

By 1I.G.L. Strange 

Nazi Germany now lias under 
control, either directly or 
indirectly, almost the whole of 
Western Europe, an area con 
taming a population of about 
. t.t) !Million people. This area 
never has been sell-sufficing in 
wheat or rye, or in feeding 
stuffs for stock; because ol 
this, therefore, and because of 
poor harvest this year, und 
the damage done to crops by 
armies, it is fully expected that 
i-’.ofct of these European count¬ 
ries will face a scarcity of food¬ 
stuffs this coining winter. 

Of one tiling we can be quite 
certain; that vigorous and ur¬ 
gent appeals to the United Stat 
e tc South America, and even 
to Canada and Australia, will 
be made by Germany to ship 
food to such countries as ^ran¬ 
ee, Belgium, Holland and Den¬ 
mark, in order tc relieve, it will 
be said, the intense sufferings 
of the people from hunger. 

1 liese appeals will be strong 
and hard to deny, but if the 
more intense miseries and even 
greater sufferings of British 
people are not to be prolonged 
and German aggression aided, 
then these Nazi requests must 
be /irmly resisted; for it is as 
ctitain as night follow^ day 
that every shipment of wheat 
•i flour sent by kindly-hearted

This 
is a disiiase which affects flax 
in certain seasons when the 
stands arc thin and the plnnts 
are only about six to twelve 
inches high when the very hot 
weather sets in.

CONTROL LAWN WEEDS 
BY PLANNED PROGRAM 

The first step in controlling 
lawn weeds is to follow a main 
tenance program which will re¬ 
sult in a dense, vigorous heal¬ 
thy turf. Important features of 
this program include judicious 
fertilization, proper mowing 
and watering and timely reseed 
ing. It is recommended by the 
Divison of Forage Plants, Dom- 
inio nExperimental Farms Sei- 
vice, states J.II, Boyce, that 
lawns receivo two applications 
of a complete fertilizer each 
year, one as soon as possible 
in the spring an dthe other in 
the early fall, about September 
1st. Fertilizers containing from 
4 to 5 per cent of nitrogen, 8 to 
12 per cent phosphoric acid and 
4 to 5 per cent potash are re¬ 
commended for most situations 
These fertilizers should be app¬ 
lied at the rate of 15 to 20 lbs. 
per 1,000 npuare feet. 

The lawn should be cut freq¬ 
uently with a sharp mower. It 
is desirable that the grass be 
cut to a height of V/o to 2 in¬ 
ches. Mowing to lower heights 
encourages growth of certain 
types of weeds. Where it is a 
vailable, artificial watering may 
be used to great advantage dur 
ing tlie dry summer months. 
The lawn should not receivo 
water, however, until it shows 
definite signs of needing it and 
then the soi) should he moisten 
ed thoroughly to a depth of at 
least four inches. Frequent 
light waterings are undesirable 
since they encourage the grow • 
th of shallow rooted weeds and 


that when the hot weather 
arrived the points \GH haw 
made sufficient growth to shade 
the ground and prevent it frem. 
becoming too hot. Care should 
also b c taken to avoid getting 
a stand that is too lhu\. 

The unfortunate idea that 
flax requires a shorter seas, y 
than wheat to ripen and that it 
can therefore be sown success 
fully until about the first of 
June 1st, is still quite prevalent. 
This is an erroneous idea and it 
may have been responsible in 
sonic cases for the losses from 
Heat Canker this season. The 
earliest varieties of flax ripen 
at approximately th? same time 
as the earliest varieties of 
wheat an,| the flax were ready 
ties of ffich, such as Bison flax 
and Marquis wheat, require the 
same length of time to mature. 
In fact at the Station a mixture 
of seed of tliesi two varieties 
has frequently been sown and 
it has been found that both the 
wheat tand the flax were rc ady 
for cutting at the same time.

gilt end heat injury. Any bai 
and thin areas in the lawn slum 
Id bc resdedeJ with suitable 
grasses in the early spring and 
again in the early fall during 
the last two weeks of August. 

It is important that all poss¬ 
ible sources of weeds be remov 
ed. Tlie most common sources 
of weed infestation are adjac¬ 
ent weedy areas from which 
weed seeds arc carried b\ wind, 
water and animals, dressings of 
fresh or partly rotted manure 
or other weed infested mater 
ials and cheap mixtures in 
which there are weed seeds. 
The obvious method of prevent¬ 
ing contamination of the lawn 
is to r/smove the sources of 
weed seeds by killing weeds in 
adjacent areas, as well as those 
which may already be present 
in the lawn, by making sure 
that no materials containing 
weed seeds are applied to the 
lawn and by sowing only the 
best Grade No. 1 seed.
